Orthopaedic  cases  may  receive  treatment  at  the  Prince  of 
Wales  Hospital,  The  Parade,  Cardiff.  In-patients  are  treated  at 
Rhydlafar  Hospital. 


(c)  Infectious  Cases 

Cases  are  usually  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  Blackmill, 
near  Bridgend,  but  under  the  regionalisation  of  Hospitals,  patients 
are  occasionally  admitted  to  Infectious  Disease  Hospitals  in  other 
localities,  e.g.,  Lansdowne  Hospital  Cardiff. 


Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Area  Ambulance  Services  are  administered  from  the 
Ambulance  Control  Centre,  Hav/thorn,  Pontypridd,  the  telephone 
number  of  which  is  Pontypridd  3327. 

In  addition  to  the  vehicles  at  the  Ambu’ance  Control  Station, 
one  ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  Ambulance  Sub-Station,  Fire 
Station,  Cowbridge,  and  another  at  the  Ambulance  Sub-Station, 
Llanmaes  Road,  Llantwit  Major. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  more  thickly  populated  parts  of  the  District  are  to  the 
north,  including  the  small  townships  of  L'anharan,  Brynna  and 
Llanharry,  and  in  the  south,  Llantwit  Major  (including  Boverton) 
and  St.  Athan. 

Full  employment  is  available  throughout  the  area.  The  resi- 
dents in  the  north  find  employment  in  coal  mines,  by-product  plant, 
and  small  industries  sited  in  the  area  at  Tylagarw.  Others  are 
engaged  in  Factories  outside  the  rural  district. 

Workers  in  the  south  find  employment  at  the  large  Royal  Air 
Forces  Station  at  St.  Athan  and  the  two  Power  Stations  at  The 
Leys. 

House  refuse  is  available  to  99%  of  the  houses  in  the  area. 
Council  refuse  bins  are  available  throughout  the  area.  98^^  have 
mains  water  and  76%  are  connected  to  the  Public  '.Sewer.  A cess- 
pool emptying  service  is  available  to  those  not  on  the  public  sev/er. 
Electricity  is  now  extended  to  all  but  the  most  isolated  houses.

During  the  year  the  names  of  11  persons  were  added  to  the 
Register  of  Tuberculosis  cases.  Of  these,  9 originated  in  the  Coun- 
cil’s district.  There  were  2 inward  transfers  to  this  area. 

We  were  informed  that  10  names  could  be  removed  from  the 
Register,  2 because  they  had  recovered  and  7 because  they  had 
moved  out  of  the  area.  There  was  one  death  from  miliary 
tuberculosis  diagnosed  post  mortem. 

The  living  conditions  of  all  cases  are  kept  in  mind  and  from 
time  to  time  reports  are  made  to  the  Health  Committee  when  any 
case  is  thought  to  be  in  need  of  special  consideration,  particularly 
as  regards  housing  conditions. 

It  has  been  the  practice  for  some  years  now,  to  attend  to  the 
disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing  for  persons  who  are  removed 
to  hospitals  or  wherever  it  is  considered  desirable.  Arrangements 
for  this  to  be  done  were  made  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
and  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation  Hospital. 

A close  contact  is  maintained  between  the  Health  Department 
and  Chest  Physicians,  and  the  staff  of  the  Local  Health  Authority 
in  all  matters  relating  to  Tuberculosis  and  environmental  conditions.

Wafer  Supply. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  are  the  statutory  water 
undertakers  for  the  area  and  mains  water  is  available  throughout 
the  district  with  the  exception  of  a very  small  number  of  isolated 
farms  particularly  in  the  northern,  hilly  part  of  the  district  which 
cannot  be  served  by  gravitation.  The  water  is  hard  but  of  adequate 
quantity  and  satisfactory  bacteriological  standard. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  and  the  population  supplied 
from  public  water  mains  is  shown  in  a table  in  the  body  of  the 
report. 

The  County  Council  and  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board 
have  discussed  the  question  of  fluoridation  of  water  but  no  positive 
steps  were  taken  during  the  year. 

The  water  pressure  at  Colwinston  and  St.  Hilary  fall  short  of 
the  usual  standard  and  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  were 
preparing  schemes  for  the  improvement  of  the  supplies  in  these 
localities. 

Swimming  Baths. 

Members  of  the  public  are  admitted  to  the  swimming  pool 
at  Atlantic  College,  St.  Donats,  during  “ Open  Days  ” in  the 
summer  months.  By  arrangement  with  the  College  governors  two 
sets  of  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  chlorine 
and  PH  values  during  the  month  of  August.  These  were  satisfactory 

Two  samples  were  also  taken  from  the  swimming  pool  at 
Boy’s  Village,  St.  Athan,  where  guest  groups  are  given  fortnightly 
holidays  during  the  summer  months.  These  also  were  satisfactory. 

The  pool  at  Summerhouse  Camp,  Boverton  was  not  in  use 
during  the  year.  Works  were  undertaken  here  to  overhaul  the 
sea  water  pumping  equipment  and  supply  lines  during  the  summer 
season.

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Housing  Act  1964 : Improvement  Areas 
Llanhvit  Major  No.  1 Area. 

In  1966  the  District  Council  made  their  first  improvement 
area  at  Llantwit  Major  consisting  of  79  dwellings  and  during  the 
year  steps  were  taken  to  persuade  the  owners  of  the  45  tenanted 
dwellings  to  prepare  schemes  of  improvement  and  at  the  same  time 
the  owner/occupiers  of  premises  were  contacted  with  a view  to 
improvement  and  some  progress  in  this  respect  was  made. 


Brynna. 

In  February,  1967  the  Council  made  its  second  improvement 
area  at  Brynna.  This  area  consisted  of  those  streets  around  the 
Eagle  Hotel  and  virtually  covered  the  original  village.  The  majority 
of  the  properties  in  this  locality  were  built  at  the  end  of  the  19th 
or  very  early  in  the  20th  Century.  These  houses  were  undoubtedly 
erected  for  miners  by  one  of  the  colliery  companies  operating  in 
the  locality.  Although  89  dwellings  were  surveyed  it  was  only 
possible  to  include  46  dwellings  in  the  improvement  area.  This 
is  because  of  the  remaining  43  dwellings  31  are  owner/occupied, 
7 in  a state  of  disrepair  or  so  far  lacking  in  amenities  that  they 
cannot  be  made  fit  at  a reasonable  cost,  leaving  only  5 tenanted 
properties  suitable  for  improvement. 

Of  the  46  dwellings  in  the  area  22  are  owner/occupied  and 
24  tenanted.  Seven  of  the  22  owner/occupied  properties  are 
satisfactory  in  all  respects.  While  the  remaining  1 5 require 
improvement  to  some  extent.  All  of  the  24  tenanted  dwellings 
require  improvement  and  can  be  improved  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  1964.  A summary  of  the  dwellings 


falling  short  of  the  requirements  is  set  out  below  : 

Lack  of  a constant  supply  of  hot  water  10 

Lack  of  a bath  or  shower  10 

Lack  of  wash  hand  basin  19 

Lack  of  internal  or  otherwise  readily  accessible

Lack  of  a food  store  14 


The  Council  passed  the  necessary  resolution  and  letters  were 
written  to  all  the  owners  concerned  informing  them  of  the  Council’s 
proposals  and  this  was  followed  up  by  visits  to  the  owners  when 
the  Council’s  proposals  were  fully  explained.  Every  effort  is  made 
to  have  these  works  carried  out  by  persuasion. 
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Slum  Clearance. 


The  new  Council  Housing  programme  at  Llanharry  enabled 
the  occupiers  of  the  11  houses  at  Tynybryn  Terrace,  Tylagarw  to 
be  rehoused  and  the  enforcement  of  the  Demolition  Orders  in 
respect  of  these  properties  was  proceeded  with  and  the  site  cleared. 
At  the  same  time  accommodation  was  found  for  the  occupiers  of 
two  other  condemned  properties  in  the  locality.  The  clearance 
of  these  properties  and  the  renovation  of  Ty  Nant  Cottages  virtually 
clears  the  really  bad  substandard  houses  in  this  part  of  the  area.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Public  cleansing  is  a section  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

(a)  Refuse  Collection. 

A weekly  kerbside  collection  takes  place  throughout  the 
central  and  southern  parts  of  the  area  while  the  northern  area, 
with  the  exception  of  the  areas  served  by  plastic  or  paper  sacks, 
has  a twice  weekly  collection.  Food  and  business  premises  all 
have  a twice  weekly  collection. 

The  Council  collects  domestic  and  trade  refuse  from  the 
R.A.F.  Station,  St.  Athan.  The  latter  is  chargeable,  the  sum  paid 
during  the  year  under  review  being  £1,750.  Collection  from  pre- 
mises in  the  Cowbridge  Borough  is  carried  out  by  the  Rural 
Council  at  the  cost  of  the  Borough  Council. 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal. 

The  central  refuse  disposal  site  of  13'^  acres  at  Llanharan  is 
used  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  for  the  whole  area.  A Fiat  Bull- 
dozer and  one  attendant  is  fully  employed  here. 

(c)  Cesspool  Emptying. 

During  the  year  1967  the  demand  on  the  cesspool  emptying 
service  increased  considerably.  The  new,  4,000  gallon  water  tight 
cesspools  required  under  the  Building  Regulations,  are  an  increas- 
ing burden  because  there  is  no  loss  through  soakage  as  was  the 
position  with  cesspools  provided  years  ago.  Naturally  the  occupiers 
of  premises  concerned  expect  prompt  service  as  soon  as  their 
application  for  emptying  is  made  and  with  the  greatly  increased 
drainage  flow  from  the  average  house,  requests  for  emptying  can- 
not be  met  with  as  promptly  as  heretofore.  During  1967 
approximately  8^  million  gallons  of  sewage  were  removed  from 
cesspools  and  the  number  of  houses  drained  to  cesspools  increased 
by  32.  The  disposal  of  an  average  of  29,000  gallons  of  sewage  from 
cesspools  per  working  day  presents  a tremendous  problem.  The 
Council’s  Sewage  Disposal  Plants  are  incapable  of  dealing  even 
with  odd  loads  of  cesspool  liquid  so  that  disposal  has  to  be 
arranged  in  the  main  to  the  sewers  discharging  into  the  sea  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  area.  The  use  of  the  public  sewers  on  the 
outskirts  of  Boverton  for  this  purpose  has  caused  many  complaints 
to  be  lodged  due  to  offensive  smells  emanating  at  the  disposal 
point  and  also  in  houses  between  this  point  and  the  sea  outfall 
particularly  in  the  low  lying  part  of  Boverton.  Each  year  the 
number  of  cesspools  to  be  emptied  increases  and  on  the  present 
basis  a new  vehicle  is  required  for  every  63  houses  built  with 
cesspool  drainage.  It  is  obvious  therefore  that  the  need  for  sewage 
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disposal  plants  in  the  country  villages  particularly  those  with  large 
Council  estates  drained  to  cesspools  is  one  of  extreme  urgency. 
Recently  the  planning  authority  have  approved  the  erection  of 
a considerable  number  of  private  houses  in  the  village  of 
Trerhyngell  all  drained  to  cesspools  and  the  emptying  of  these 
has  added  considerably  to  the  demand  for  the  service  particularly 
by  the  long  haulage  to  the  disposal  points.  It  has  been  necessary 
to  employ  the  cesspool  emptiers  on  considerable  overtime  during 
the  period  now  under  review. 


(d)  Centra]  Garage. 

A central  garage  is  provided  at  Cowbridge  which  houses  all 
the  cleansing  vehicles  together  with  a store  for  refuse  bins,  paper 
sacks.  A chargehand/fitter  is  engaged  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
cleansing  vehicles  and  storage  arrangements  are  here  for  petrol 
and  diesel. 


(e)  Safe  Driving  Awards. 

Drivers  of  Council  vehicles  are  included  for  the  Safe  Driving 
Awards  and  in  June  1967,  5 drivers  qualified  for  Awards. 


(f)  Refuse  Bin  Scheme. 

The  Council  first  provided  refuse  bins  in  1950  and  at  that 
particular  time  bins  were  provided  to  all  Council  houses  and  a 
charge  included  in  the  rental  while  occupiers  of  private  houses 
could  rent  or  purchase  bins  from  the  Council.  In  1964  the  Council 
decided  that  standard  refuse  bins  would  be  provided  for  each 
separately  rated  property  in  the  area  and  the  cost  charged  to  the 
general  rate  fund.

These  vehicles  are  garaged  at  Cowbridge  where  maintenance 
is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Foreman/Fitter.

There  has  been  been  a considerable  fluctuation  in  the  staff 
during  the  year.  It  is  often  very  difficult  indeed  to  fully  crew  all 
the  vehicles  particularly  during  holiday  periods  and  for  long 
periods  we  have  placed  requests  for  additional  labour  with  the 
Ministry’s  Offices  at  Llantwit  Major  and  Pontyclun  without 
success. 

Paper  and  Plastic  Sack  Storage  of  Household  Refuse. 

The  Council  continued  with  the  paper  and  plastic  sack  method 
of  refuse  storage  in  the  north  eastern  part  of  Llantwit  Major  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  310  houses  were  provided  with  this  method 
of  storing  refuse.  Trials  were  made  with  both  and  3^  cu.  ft. 
paper  and  plastic  sacks  in  the  main  with  free  standing  guarded 
holders.  A small  area  was  previously  supplied  with  refuse  bins 
liners.  After  the  trial  period  it  was  found  that  the  3^  cu.  ft.  plastic 
sack  was  the  most  suitable. 

The  scheme  was  later  extended  to  the  new  housing  sites  at 
Beech  Road,  Llanharry  (56  houses)  and  the  Spitzkop  Site,  Llantwit 
Major  (10  properties). 

Litter  Bins. 

The  Council  made  an  arrangement  with  Glamorgan  County 
Council  for  the  cleansing  of  the  litter  bin  provided  in  the  lay-by 
near  Garth  Farm,  Llanharan.  The  charge  made  for  the  weekly 
emptying  of  this  bin  was  £10  per  annum. 
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Abandoned  Vehicles. 

The  Civic  Amenities  Act  1967  came  on  to  the  Statute  Book 
during  the  year  and  it  is  now  an  offence  to  abandon  a motor 
vehicle  on  any  land  in  the  open  air  without  lawful  authority.  The 
section  dealing  with  the  removal  and  disposal  of  abandoned 
vehicles  will  come  into  force  on  the  22nd  January,  1968.  As  from 
that  date  local  authorities  will  have  power  to  take  action,  for  six 
months  after  which  date  they  have  a duty  to  do  so.  Under  this 
Act  the  local  authority  will  have  power  to  remove  the  vehicle  in 
default  and  make  charges  for  the  removal  costs,  storage  and  final 
disposal.  Scales  for  these  charges  will  be  prescribed  by  the  Minister 
in  due  course. 

The  problem  of  abandoned  vehicles  is  now  becoming  a 
national  one  and  during  the  year  steps  were  taken  to  remove  or 
cause  to  be  removed  32  vehicles  in  the  Rural  District. 

Other  sections  of  the  Act  deal  with  the  removal  and  disposal 
of  other  refuse  unlawfully  deposited  on  land.  Here  15  days  notice 
has  to  be  given  and  if  the  offending  person  can  be  found  he  may 
be  charged  with  the  costs  of  removal  and  prosecuted. 

Section  18  of  the  Act  requires  the  Council  to  provide  centres 
for  the  disposal  of  refuse  by  residents  (other  than  business  refuse) 
free  of  charge.  It  has  been  the  District  Council’s  practice  for 
many  years  to  collect  bulky  househould  furniture,  accumulations 
of  household  refuse,  etc.,  free  of  charge  by  means  of  a special 
collection  if  necessary.  This  service  has  been  particularly  appre- 
ciated by  persons  moving  out  of  houses.  From  time  to  time  the 
Council  insert  notices  in  the  local  press  advertising  this  free  service. 
The  Council  also  allow  bulky  househould  refuse  to  be  taken  to 
the  tip  at  Llanharan. 

Scavenging  of  Streets  and  Highways. 

The  Glamorgan  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the 
cleansing  of  streets  throughout  the  area.  This  is  carried  out  by 
manual  labour  and  in  some  cases  the  use  of  a mechanical  road 
sweeper. 

The  District  Council  employ  a part-time  sweeper  at  Llantwit 
Major  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays  and  he  deals  with  the  centre 
of  the  town. 

A proposal  to  employ  a similar  person  at  St.  Athan  did  not 
proceed  because  no  applications  were  received  for  the  post. 

Public  Conveniences. 

Public  Conveniences  are  provided  in  the  following  areas  : 

St.  Athan,  Llantwit  Major  Town  and  Beach,  Llanharry, 
Llanharan  (2)  and  Brynna  (Urinal  only). 

Proposals  for  public  toilets  at  Leys  Beach  were  discussed 
during  the  year. 

Considerable  damage  is  caused  by  vandals  at  Public  Con- 
veniences in  the  area.

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960. 

(a)  Residential  Sites. 


During  the  year  the  Council  licenced  a new  residential  site  for 
21  caravans  at  the  Ham,  Llantwit  Major.  The  developers  readily 
agreed  to  incorporate  in  the  scheme  all  modern  requirements  for 
caravanning  including  the  provision  of  internal  W.C’s.,  baths  and 
wash  hand  basins  to  each  caravan  with  separate  connections  to 
the  private  sewer  and  water  service  running  through  the  site. 
This  is  the  first  of  a two  stage  development  in  this  part  of  the  area, 
and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  a commencement  was  made  on 
this  particular  project. 

There  are  4 residential  sites  accommodating  140  caravans 
in  the  southern  part  of  the  area.  The  site  at  Flush  Field,  Llantwit 
Major  was  discontinued  and  most  of  the  occupiers  of  the  caravans 
here  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  or  removed  from  the  site. 


(b)  Holiday  Sites. 

Four  sites  accommodating  87  caravans  are  provided  near 
the  coast  in  the  southern  part  of  the  area. 


(c)  Individual  Residential  Sites. 

Seven  such  licences  were  in  force  in  1967.  The  County 
Planning  Authority  does  not  look  with  favour  on  applications  for 
individual  residential  sites  and  there  has  to  be  a very  special  reason 
for  such  approvals. 


(d)  Gypsies. 

Certain  difficulties  were  experienced  with  gypsy  families  on 
the  extreme  western  side  of  the  area  where  a small  gypsy 
encampment  was  sited  on  the  border  with  the  adjoining  area. 
With  the  co-operation  of  the  neighbouring  authority  some  of  the 
caravan  dwellers  obtained  residential  sites  in  that  authority. 


Remarks. 

Over  the  years  there  has  been  a considerable  improvement  in 
the  type  of  caravan  on  residential  sites  and  the  Council’s  officers 
keep  a careful  check  on  the  standard  of  caravan  stationed  on 
licenced  sites  in  the  area.  Certain  difficulties  were  experienced 
on  one  site  in  connection  with  the  maintainance  of  an  adequate 
supply  of  water  and  in  the  provision  of  electricity  of  a suitable 
voltage. 
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National  Assistance  Act  1948  etc. 

During  the  year  the  Council  made  arrangements  for  the  burial 
of  a 19  year  old  youth  at  Ystradowen  and  a 87  year  old  lady  at 
Llanharry. 


Explosives  Act  1875  and  1923. 

The  District  Council  has  been  operating  under  delegated 
powers  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  since  the  original  Act 
came  into  force.  During  the  year  conferences  were  held  with 
the  County  Council  when  they  decided  that  the  delegation  should 
be  withdrawn  from  the  1st  April,  1968  from  which  date  the 
registration  of  explosives  stores  would  be  carried  out  by  the 
Glamorgan  Fire  Service.  The  District  Council  would  still  be 
responsible  for  the  registration  of  premises  for  the  sale  of  fireworks 
etc. 


Petroleum. 

There  arc  42  licenced  premises  for  the  Storage  of  Petroleum. 
All  new  installations  are  tested  by  the  Council’s  Officers. 


Cinemas. 

There  is  one  modern  cinema  licenced  by  the  Council  in 
Llantwit  Major.  Regular  inspections  are  carried  out  and  the 
conditions  of  the  Cinematograph  and  Public  Health  Acts  are 
observed. 


Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act  1963. 

One  premises  is  registered  by  the  Council. 


Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act. 

Eight  premises  are  registered  by  the  Council. 


Noise  Abatement  Act  1960. 

One  complaint  was  received  under  this  heading  during  the 
year  and  this  was  resolved  by  informal  action. 
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Meals  on  Wheels. 

A scheme  to  provide  meals  for  aged  persons  was  commenced 
in  1966.  The  arrangements  for  delivery  of  the  meals  is  with  the 
W.R.V.S.  whose  Organiser,  Mrs.  P.  Jewell,  arranges  rotas  and 
volunteers.  The  Council  provides  and  maintains  a mini  van  but 
additional  transport  is  provided  by  the  volunteers. 

Two  meals  a week  are  delivered  to  each  person  and  the  area 
split  up  into  two  so  that  the  whole  is  covered  on  a total  of  four 
days.  The  W.R.V.S.  collect  l/6d.  for  each  meal  and  the  deficit 
is  divided  between  the  District  Council  and  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council. 

Thanks  to  the  sympathetic  and  ready  co-operation  of  Mrs. 
Jewell  and  her  volunteers  the  scheme  works  well  and  is  much 
appreciated  by  the  old  folk.  Not  only  does  it  provide  them  with 
a meal  twice  weekly  but  the  visit  of  these  ladies  often  assists  in 
bringing  to  light  the  need  for  other  welfare  services  such  as  home 


help,  etc.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Welsh  Board  of  Health’s  circular  No.  1/68  asks  for 
information  as  to  whether  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  in  the  district  are  reasonably  adequate.  The  Council 
are  conscious  of  the  extreme  need  for  sewage  disposal  plants  in 
the  rural  villages  together  with  the  need  for  modernising  and  en- 
larging the  sewage  disposal  plants  at  Llanharan  and  Llanblethian 
and  Cowbridge.

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(b)  Llanblethian  and  Covbridge  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  produced  a provisional  report  on 
the  proposal  to  enlarge  the  Llanblethian  and  Cowbridge  Disposal 
Works  based  on  an  ultimate  planning  department  estimated  popu- 
lation of  5,500.  The  Council  considered  that  the  future  development 
of  the  area  would  produce  a population  far  in  excess  of  this  figure 
and  the  matter  was  taken  up  with  Planning  Officer.  The  final 
figure  for  anticipated  population  was  agreed  at  8,250  and  the 
Engineers  were  proceeding  with  the  report  on  this  basis.  A firm 
of  consulting  chemists  were  employed  to  deal  with  the  trade 
effluent  from  Cowbridge  Market. 

(c)  LEanharan  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  were  engaged  on  the  preparation  of 
a scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  the  works  during  the  year  and  a 
firm  of  Consulting  Chemists  were  employed  to  deal  with  the 
effluent  from  a milk  pasteurising  plant  and  small  slaughterhouse. 
The  Health  Department  co-operated  in  the  collection  of  samples. 

(d)  Llanmaes  Road,  Llantwit  Major. 

The  extension  of  this  sewer  to  serve  24  houses  was  completed 
and  the  houses  connected.  The  13  houses  at  Fairfield  with  cess- 
pool drainage  remain  to  be  connected. 

(e)  Boverton  Road,  Llantwit  Major. 

8 houses  in  this  area  formerly  served  by  cesspools  were  con- 
nected to  the  Public  Sewer  under  Section  42  of  the  Public  Health 
Act  1936. 

(f)  Coedcae  Lane,  Llanharan. 

In  conjunction  with  the  erection  of  an  Engineering  Factory 
the  Council  extended  the  Public  Sewer  to  serve  the  factory,  the 
office  block  of  an  adjoining  factory  together  with  three  private 
houses  and  a club. 

(g)  Llandow,  LIyswomey  and  Colwinston  Village  Schemes. 

A combined  scheme  with  a central  sewage  disposal  plant  at 
Colwinston  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  1966.  The  scheme 
will  serve  169  existing  houses  and  its  completion  will  be  an  impor- 
tant step  forward  in  village  sewage  disposal. 

(h)  Llanmaes. 

The  Surveyor  completed  the  scheme  for  the  above  during 
the  year  and  it  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry.  The  proposal  deals 
with  51  properties  and  provides  for  connection  by  gravitation  to 
the  existing  public  sewer  at  Brewery  Road,  Boverton. 
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(i)  Gileston. 

The  Council  decided  to  connect  two  houses  with  troublesome 
cesspools  on  the  outskirts  of  Gileston  Village  to  the  public  sewer 
and  the  Surveyor  was  preparing  a scheme  for  this  purposes  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 


(j)  New  Barn,  Flemingston. 

A scheme  was  prepared  to  connect  a total  of  23  dwellings 
at  the  above  to  the  Council’s  sewer  via  the  R.A.F.  private  sewer. 


(k)  Atlantic  College,  St.  Donats  Castle. 

The  Atlantic  College  Authorities  installed  two  activated 
sludge  sewage  disposal  plants  during  the  year  in  place  of  the 
existing  cesspool  drainage,  and  settlement  tanks  which  formerly 
served  the  castle. 


(1)  Council  Houses. 

Small  sewage  disposal  plants  for  Council  houses  are  in 
operation  at  Ystradowen,  Treoes  and  Marcross  Council  Sites.

MEAT  AND  FOOD 
Slaughterhouse  Act  1958. 

One  slaughterhouse  is  licenced  in  the  area.  Slaughtering 
takes  place  on  two  or  three  days  each  week.  There  is  no  week- 
end slaughtering.  The  conditions  here  are  satisfactory.  Waste 
and  diseased  foods  are  collected  regularly  by  a licenced  dealer 
operating  from  outside  the  area. 

Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963. 

All  carcases  are  inspected  and  marked  by  the  Inspector  in 
compliance  with  these  Regulations.  The  full  authorised  charge  is 
made.  A summary  of  inspections  is  set  out  in  the  report. 

Milk. 

There  are  19  distributors  of  milk  and  dairies  registered  by  the 
Council. 

In  April  1967  a commencement  was  made  in  sampling 
producer/retailers  of  untreated  milk  for  Brucella  Abortus.  The 
total  number  of  producer/retailers  concerned  is  13.

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Two  cows  in  one  herd  gave  positive  cultures.  Individual 
samples  were  taken  from  each  cow  in  the  herd.  The  cows  con- 
cerned were  later  disposed  of  and  two  sets  of  negative  samples  at 
four  weekly  intervals  were  received  before  the  milk  was  released 
for  consumption. 


Bacteriological  Examination. 

110  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  methylene  blue.  104 
gave  satisfactory  results. 


The  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations  1963. 

There  are  no  egg  pasteurisation  plants  in  the  area. 


Mobile  Vehicles. 

The  operator  of  one  mobile  shop  which  did  not  reach  the 
standard  now  required,  discontinued  use  of  the  vehicle  rather  than 
carry  out  the  necessary  modifications.  In  a second  case  the  vehicle 
was  completely  overhauled  and  adapted  to  conform  with  Regula- 
tions. 


Unfit  Foods. 

Three  cases  of  unfit  pies,  one  case  of  orange  juice  containing 
fruit  flies  and  one  case  of  suspected  contaminated  chocolates  were 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  department.  Full  enquiries  were 
made  in  each  case  and  steps  were  taken  in  an  endeavour  to 
preclude  any  further  recurrences.

Poultry  Inspection. 

There  are  no  commercial  processing  plants  in  the  area  but 
seasonal  slaughtering  of  poultry  takes  place  at  farms  for  the 
Christmas  season. 

As  previously  reported  these  farms  are  not  required  to  be 
registered  and  there  is  no  obligation  to  notify  the  local  authorities 
when  poultry  slaughtering  takes  place.  In  this  case  supervision 
and  inspection  is  almost  impossible. 

Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles) 
Regulations  1966. 

These  regulations  came  into  force  during  the  year  and  all 
known  mobile  traders  operating  from  within  the  area  were 
informed  of  the  implications  of  these  Regulations.  These  regula- 
tions strengthen  the  control  on  mobile  food  traders  and  require 
provision  of  hand  and  utensil  washing  arrangements  on  certain 
vehicles  together  with  the  safeguarding  of  food  from  contamination 
and  the  hygiene  of  vehicles  and  stalls.
